But it was fall and all involved made an 
effort to afford the proper amount of pomp 
and circumstance to an old friend made new 
president. 

Normally anonymous trustees , red-robed 
right reverends , officious politicians and mid- 
dle aged alumni paraded. Faculty sacrificed 
a day off to don alma mater's colors. Students 
who usually disdain wearing socks suffered 
through the afternoon / attempting decorum 
in caps and gowns.
